put thorough reconstruetion has been only
recently attempted, and &t this moment
t I8 progressing so rapldly that soon o
jubstantially new rallway will be (n operation for
guore than thirty miles leading westward from Phi-
delphia, afording such a marked Increnss of facl-
ties through the combined use of old and new
oks, and such an admirably constructed line in
he entirely new portions (part of which 18 already
L operation), that one of the oldest of American
allronds will speedily become 1n every sense and in
pvery detall one of the very best.
After passing the line of the Philadelphia and Co-
pmbia Railroad and approaching Harrisbarg, the old
panal system looms prominently into view, stretche
g westward and northward along the line of the
pnlqnnhmnu and ita tribataries; and, while It still
retains 1ts utility for heavy frelght at favorable
Beagons, it recalls many reminiscences of the days
bf packet-boats, when a speed of five miles an hour

Throwing out of view all material interests, the
de from Philadelphia to Williamsport offers to the
overs of varled, beautiful, and romantic scenery a
sries of splendid attractions. After the eye of the
tourist has lingered with delight upon the suburbs

L of Philadelphla, Chester Valley, and the broad ex-

panse of fertility opened up in Lancaster county,
there commences & grand suceession of mountaln
ridges, and ploturesqne gaps formed by the Busque-
hanna, which, with its tributaries, drains the cen-
tral portions of the State ; the west branch extend-

ing from Sunbury to Willlamsport and far beyond,

while the north branch forms the bed of the valley
of Wyoming, and, with ita forks, traverses a large
portion of the tier of northern counties.

Along the bapks of the Busquehanna the scenery
assumes & new loveliness, Its broad, placld waters
are framed into a glorious picture by the grand con-
tours of Clark's Ferry, a short distance beyond Har-
risburg. Further om, the graceful ourves harden
into severer majesty, and palisade.llke bluifs rise
from the stream in long stretches of regular rock,
1coking like the vestiges of the city wall girdling the
home of some extinot glant race. At each Sucoes-
sive step In ascending the river the scenery 1s hap-
plly diversified, the hills at times assuming gentle
undulating curves and again rising in harsher lines
inwo proportions of greater grandeur. The
gkies lent their best ald to helghten the
charm by that successlon of sunshine and shadow
which reveals every beauty in the landscape rich
with the opulent verdure of June. The wheal-

! flelds gleamed with all the soft and lustrous inter-

mingling shades that nark its approaching ripeness,
and the oats swayed softly In gentie ripples of sll-
wered greenery, while along the roadside a summer
gnow of elder blossoms showed an unwonted luxuri-
ance, In the midst of the wide expanse of the
waters of the Susquehanna, innuinerable tiny lalands
were clothed in greenest grass or tangled thicket,
and the luxuriant verdure spresd on every side
until even that most presate of all utilities, the tow-
path, brightened into a gleaming thread of greem
braided into the silvery ribbons of the water upon
elther side. Near Northomberland a rogged land-
scape answers fittingly to the name, and the moun-
taln sides are ploughed with rifts that beneath the
softening effect of distance show like belts of rich,
warm brown gleaming frem between the fine forest
trees, and te complete the faultless panorama &
sunset of golden haze rested upon the mountains,
chapging thein into & purple tint as rich as it is rare,
ard ushering in ihat loveliest of all hours when
over the green meadow stretehes the golden rays of
the lingering lignt, snd the stars slowly marshal
into rank through the shades of twilight.

Dear Sir:—Your letter of the 16th of June last
reached me on the 11th of July. If you remember
Mow shortly that date was followed by the French
declaration of war, you will excuse the otherwise
unpardonable delay In anawering 8o kind an invita-
tion. Belug sbout to embark in a diplomatic cam-
palgn very likely to lead to an armed confliot, T felt
doubly impressed with the charms of your secluded
fsland sad your delicate hospitality. Peace I8 now
Rapplly restored, but & great deal remalns to be done
at home, and I do not know when it will be given
me to satlaly my old longiag for your country. Ac-
cept the aasurdnces of my heartfelt gratitude and
distioguished consideration, YoN BISMARCK.

The power with which he 1s
invested and the begulling allurements with whioch
he |a surrounded, the Influence which he wields
through the money-bags of the corporation, show
him as he 18, undisguised, it may be, as a reudal
tyrant, or ns a Ohristian gentieman, who in his om-
cial capacity is not unmindful of moral du les to-
wards his epployes and those who are largely de-
pendentupon the use of the highway under bhis dl-
rection,

In conciusion, It muost be admitted tha® Mr.,
Gowen, avolding the exercige of arbitrary corporate
authority, has, by a modest bearlng and by an ad-
ministration of honesty and justice, acqguired an
Independent moral power which, in not begetting
enmity, has, like the magnet, gathered around It the
support of the community (n evidence of its own
strength.
